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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 9-16 have been canceled 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
reference has failed to disclose or fairly suggest an encased stent comprising: 

a substantially tubular body comprising a plasma-treated wire mesh; 
and an encasing coating, comprising: 

a first layer of a conducting biocorrosion-inhibiting material on said wire mesh; 
a second layer of polyurethane forming a substantially continuous film; 
a third layer of polyethylene glycol; and 

a coupling agent for coupling said second layer of polyurethane to said third layer of 
polyethylene glycol. 



Claims 1-8 have been allowed.
